Deadly Curves Claim Elderly Couple 


An elderly, Route 2, Brant- 
ley, man was killed Friday 
morning when the pick-uptruck 
he was a passenger in skidded 
into the path of atractor trailer 
vig on Alabama 18%, two miles 
South of Brantley, in Crenshaw 
County. 

Mr. Billy Turman, about 
80 years old, was killed and 
his wife, age 79, was rushed 
to a Luverne hdspital after their 
1954 truck skidded broadside in- 
to the path of the tractor- 


trailer driven by J. R. Wilson, 
of Enterprise. The road was 
wet from the misty rain and 
the vehicles collidedin a cur- 
ve. 

Mrs. Turman died Saturday 
in a Troy hospital of massive 
internal injuries. 

Wilson stated he was haul- 
ing a load of peanuts from Lu- 
verne to Enterprise and be- 
fore he kneW' what was happen- 
ing the pick-up was skidding 


sideways just a few feet 
in front of his rig. Wilson 
told investigating State Trooper 
Robert Howard that he had no 
time to do anything because 
the other vehicle was right 
ahead of him. 

Wilson’s 
minor damage, but he was un- 
hurt and after adding oil to the

Firemen Answer Two 


Fire Calls Thursday 


Elba firemen responded to 
two fires last Thursday before 
spending a quiet weekend with- 
out any calls. 

The first call was Thursday 
morning when firemen were 
firemen were called to the 
mobile home of Maybell 
Doan about five miles north of 
Elba on Highway 18°. The 
trailer was completely de- 
stroyed as were the contents. 

Thursday evening, shortly 
after six, firemen were called 
to the home of O. C. King on 
Carnley Avenue. The house was 
on fire, having caught from 
burning grease on the stove, 
according to reports. Firemen 
were called to the house again 
about 10 p.m. when the fire 
between the walls caught up 
again. 

According to reports, Mrs. 
King had cut her hand and gone 
next door for assistance in 
stopping the bleeding, forget- 
ting that the stove was turned 
on. A few minutes later her 
two small children came run- 

gning in the neighbor’s house, 


Saying, “Mother, the house is 
on fire.” 

The family had been living in 
the house, owned by Mrs. T.D. 
Kendrick, for about two weeks, 
and had virtually no insurance 
on their belongings. A fund was 
started for them by friends and 
fellow workers at thé Elba 
Piggly Wiggly.

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Courthouse Bill 


Passes In 


Representative Jimmy Hol- 
ley’s bill to allow Coffee County 
voters to vote yes or no on 
moving the courthouse to New 
Brockton and ending the dues 
system that has existed in Cof- 
fee County for almost seventy 
years passed the House of Re- 
presentatives by a vote of 81-0 
Tuesday of this week. 


The bill passed the House in 
the minimum three legislative 
days, leaving twenty-seven leg- 
islative days for it to pass the 
Senate. 


The bill will be placed on 
the Senate calendar and if 
passed there and signed by the 
Governor, will be voted on by 
the voters of Coffee County. It 
will only become law if approved 
by a majority of the voters in 
Coffee County.

Flu Bug Bites Area School Students 


The outbreak of flu currently 
sweeping across Alabama has 
reached Coffee County, and has 
caused the closing of the Elba 
City schools and the Kinston 
school system. 

The Elba schools shut-down 
on Tuesday afternoon for the 
remainder of the week, while 
classes at Kinston were dis- 
missed on Wednesday after- 
noon. Both schools will re-open 
on Monday, February 14. 

A county-wide survey con- 
ducted by THE ELBACLIPPER 
on Tuesday ofthis week reveal- 
ed that Elba is being hit hardest 
by the bug. 

School officials at Elba re- 
ported that the number of stu- 
dents absent has grown from 
279 on Friday to 404 on Tuesday. 

Statistics released at Elba 
High School show that 116 stu- 
dents (or 14%) were absent on 
Friday, 157 (or 19%) were out

Higher-education level is 
the goal of 21 residents of the 
work-release center in Elba. 
Monday night of this week, the 
men began classes in Adult 
Basic Education to earn their 
high-school diploma.

The Elba Middle School re- 
ports that 43 students (or 16%) 
were absent Friday, 45 (or 17%) 
absent on Monday, and 57 stu- 
dents (or 22%) failed to show up 
for classes on Tuesday. 

The Elba Elementary School 
was hardest hit withthe number 
of students absent growing from 
120 (or 21%) on Friday, to 192 
(or 33%) on Monday and Tues- 
day. 

In an official statement, 
Supt. Elmer Taylor said, ‘‘Be- 
cause of increased absentees, 
this week, we have decided to 
close schools for the remainder 
of the week. Ali schools will 
re-open as usual on Monday.” 

County Superintendent Jimmy 
Baker reported on Wednesday 
that, “The county schools are 
in good shape except for Kinston, 
which we have been forced to

City School 
Board Meeting 
Was Short 


The regular meeting of the 
Elba City School Board Thurs- 
day night was probably the 
shortest on record. The board 
members were all present. 
After approving the salaries 
and other normal bills the board 
approved one temporary teach- 
er, a requirement for teachers 
to get extra training and ad- 
journed shortly thereafter. 

Board members were ex- 
pecting an announcement onthe 
coaching choice and waited 
around a few minutes following 
the meeting to hear Superin- 
tendent Elmer Taylor make 
some announeement. However, 
Taylor said he was not pre- 
pared to make an announcement 
at that time. He later explained 
that he was waiting for the man 
selected to formally resign at 
Brantley before he made his 
recommendation known. The 
board had met earlier in the 
week and given Taylor the au- 
thority to hire the man he felt 
was best qualified. Taylor made 
the hiring official Tuesday when 
he announced that he had hired

close. The other schools (New 
Brockton and Zion Chapel) re- 
port that attendance is normal.” 

In New Brockton, principal 
Stanley Walker ——sreported, 
“We're not being hit as hard 
as other schools in our area. 
I think we are getting over it, 
and I hope the worst is over.” 

Walker revealed that % of 
the students at New Brockton 
were out on Monday, but that 
only 7% were absent Tuesday. 

At Zion Chapel Tuesday, 
Norman Green said, “Absent- 
ees are running about normal, 
however, the flu hasn't hit here 
yet!” Green reported that 12% 
of the Zion Chapel student body 
were absent on Tuesday. 

Officials at Kinston gave no 
official count, but the absentee 
rate is believed to be over 35%. 
Kinston principal, Mr. James 
Helms said, “We have got a lot 
of people absent, and we also 
have a lot of sick children com- 
ing to school.” 

Helms reported that Friday’s 
basketball game at Straughan 
would be played, but added the 
7th and 8th grade games sche- 
duled in Kinston on Thursday 
against Elba had to be can- 
celled. 

Medical authorities in the 
county feel the worst of the flu 
outbreak is over, but the bug 
is expected to move on across 
the state.

City Faces Water Pressure Problems 


The Elba Water and Elec- 
stric Board met Tuesday night of 
this week with only Oscar 
Vaughan, Jr. absent from the 
meetings. Present were Chair- 
man Charles Hayes, and mem- 
bers Mayor Bob Folsom, Coun- 
cilmen Cleo Hawkins and Mike 
Russell. 

Lamar Faulk, of Polyen- 
gineering in Dothan, appeared 
before the board at the re- 
quest of Chairman Hayes. Faulk 
explained to the Board just how 
to solve some of the problems 
facing the Board on the water 
system in Elba, including low 
pressure in several areas and 
troubles with the wells. One 
well has been closed by the 
Health Department because it 
was pumping too much sand into 
the water system, another is 
pumping on 300 gallons a 
minute when it is rated at 600 
gallons a minute and the third 
is possibly breaking suction be- 
cause it is overworked. 

Cost of repairing the three 
wells ranges from $48,000 down 
to $6,000. Cost of moving pres- 
sure regulators to help the 
pressure problems are es- 
timated at $1500 each, according 
to Faulk. 5 

Mike Russell made a motion 
that Faulk’s firm be relained 
to work out the details to solve 
all these problems but neither 
Hawkins or Folsom seconded 
the motion and it died. Later 
Hawkins said he wanted to get 
the problems solved but - felt 
another approach was better. 

Hawkins made a motion to 
purehase a separator to install 
on the well at the Pea River 
Bridge, as recommended by the 
Health Department. This was 
accepted by the Board and bids 
will be requested immediately. 
The cost is expected to be 
$6000 or $7000 installed. 

A lengthy discussion on the 
cutting of trees on private prop- 
erty resulted in the Board fol- 
lowing the recommendation of 
Chairman Hayes. He told the. 
Board members that in the past 
only dead trees in the power 
lines were cut by the Board 


Jury Returns Not 
Guilty Verdict On 
Melvin White 


A Coffee County Circuit 
Court Jury returned a Not- 
Guilty verdict Tuesday against 
Melvin White in the December 
27th shooting death of his wife, 
Maggie White. 

White was charged with first 
degree murder in the death. 
Mrs. White died of head wounds 
from a .410 shotgun in the fam- 
ily home. White told the court 
the shooting was accidental. 


In other court action, John 
Marvin Johnson plead guilty 
to second-degree murder inthe 
June 19, 1976, death of Rosa 
Kinder, and was sentenced to 
15 years.

Residential customers will 
pay a $10.00 deposit for water 
and $30.00 for electricity ef- 
fective immediately. This is 
increased from $7.50 and $20.00 
respectively. Hayes said this 
was due to the increase in the 
cost of utilities’ and the addi- 
tional money will help defray 
any bill the customer fails to

pay when moving. 

Discussion of buying a trash 
pump and a derrick truck were 
tabled until later meetings. 

Bills for the utility depart- 
ment customers were reviewed 
and there were $806.37 in late 
bills, $726.59 in inactive ac- 
counts (people have moved and 
deposits have not been applied) 
and $1109.64 in accounts where 
the meters had been pulled. 
Board employees stated that 
these latter accounts will prob- 
ably be collected because people 
need their utilities. , 

The financial status of the 
utility board indicated the Board 
had made _ some profit last 
month. However, this profit 
will be applied to repaying bond 
issues borrowed to build and 
repair the utilities. 


ike Sasser Named 
Elba Football Coach 


Mike Sasser, who is rec- 
ognized as one of the top young 
football coaches in the state, 
has been named as the head 
football coach at Elba High 
School. 


Sasser, the head football 


coach at Brantley High School — 


for the past three years, ac- 
cepted the position on Mon- 
day, February 7. 

Sasser, age 30, began his 
football career at T.R. Miller 
High School in Brewton, where 
he was named All-State as a 
running back. After graduat- 
ing from Miller in 1965, Sasser 
attended the University of Ala- 
bama on a football scholar- 
ship. He played defensive back 
during his career with the 
Crimson Tide. 

Mike Sasser became Coach 
Sasser following graduation in 
1970 when he became anassist- 
ant coach at Mt. Brook High 
School in Birmingham. He re- 
mained at Mt. Brook, a Class 
4A school, for three years be- 
fore becoming an assistant 
coach at Vestavia High School. 
He was at Vestavia only one 
year when he was named head 
coach at Brantley. 

Coach Sasser’s 1974 Bull- 
dog team recorded an 8-3 rec- 
ord and participated inthe state 
Class A playoffs. In 1975 
Brantley posted a9-1 chart, and 
this past year, Sasser led the 
Bulldogs to a 13-1 record, and 
the runner-up-spot in the Class 
A football playoffs. During 
his three years at Brantley, 
Coach Sasser’s teams com- 
piled an excellent record of 30 
wins and only 5 losses. 

It was announced this week 
that Coach Sasser has been 
selected to coach the South 
All-Stars in the High School 
All-Star game this summer. 

Sasser is married to the 
former Ann Marie Tucker of 
Frisco City, and they have one 
son, Shane, age 3. 

In an interview with the

this week, Sasser said, “I am 
looking forward to the chall- 
enge of coaching in the Class 
3A ranks. I know Elba _ is 
filled with football tradition, 
and I am looking forward to 
being a part of it. 

Sasser reported that he 
would conduct spring football 
practice in Elba, and that he 
hopes to be in Elba by the first 
of March. 

Continuing, Sasser said, 
“I was very happy in Brant- 
ley, but -when I found out- the 
football job at Elba was open, 
I applied. I felt 1 was ready 
to move up-from Class A coach- 
ing.” 

In closing, Coach Sasser 
Said, “Elba is one of the few 
places I’d consider leaving 
Brantley for. Brantley is a 
lovely town, and I’ve enjoyed 
living there.”

CANCER OF THE PROSTATE 
be aware of the im- 
portance of asking your phy- 
siclan to make a rectal ex- 
amination part of your annual 
check-up The purpose is to 
detect any irregularity in the 
prostate which could be dan- 
cerous 
The prostate is a gland 
the size of a chestnut 
part of the male sexual 
system. Cancer of the 
causes few deaths 
among men under age 45 
After age 55, however, it be- 
comes the third highest cause 
of cancer deaths, and after 
age 75 the main cause 
As men get older, many 
will experience urinary symp- 
toms associated with prostate 
enlargement. These symptoms 
include: a weak or interrupted 
flow of urine, the need to uri- 
nate frequently (especially at 
night), inability to urinate or 
difficulty in starting urination, 
blood in the urine, a flow that 
is not easily stopped, or pain 
ful or burning urination 
Such symptoms most ofien 
result from a noncancerous en- 
largement called benign prosts 
tic hypertrophy (or B.H-.P ) 
More than half the men in the 
U.S. over age 50 suffer from 
B.H.P., which often requires 
Surgical removal of part or all 
of the gland 
The same symtpoms may 
occur when a malignant tumor 
cancerous growth) partly ob- 
Structs the neck of the bladder 
hence, the importance ofa year - 
lv rectal examination.

kinds of X-rays, urinalysis 
and blood analysis 

He will likely then refer 
the patient to a urologist, <a 
Specialist in urinary system 
disease, who may carry out 
additional tests and who will 
probably be responsible for 
providing necessary treatment 

The only procedure that de- 
termines conclusively if a tu- 
mor is malignant is a biopsy 
the removal of a small piece 
of tissue for examination under 
a microscope. This simple sur- 
gical procedure may be done 
through a special needle under 
local or general anesthetic 

If a biopsy shows the tumor 
to be malignant, treatment will 
vary depending on such factors 
as whether cancer has spread 
to other areas, its rate of 
growth and the patient's age and 
general health 

If you are over 40, the best 
precaution to take against pros- 
tate cancer is to ask your phy- 
Sicilian to inciude a rectal ex- 
amination as part of your annual 
physical examination 

With this precaution, many 
prostate cancers can be dis- 
covered while still confined to 
the prostate gland, when the 
disease may still display no 
Symptoms but can be treated 
most successfully

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Share Your Home 
With A Child 


This is the third in a series 
of articles on the services and 
financial aid programs of the 
Coffee County Department of 
Pensions and Security. 


Do you love children? Would 
you like to share your home and 
your future with a black infant 
or a school age boy or girl who 
needs a permanent home and 
adoptive parents -- instead of 
.Some form of “temporary” care 
that may be changed at any 
time because, for whatever rea- 
son, the Department of Pen- 
sions and Security must make 
other plans for him or her? Or 
what about adopting two bro- 
thers, two sisters or maybe a 
brother and sister who need 
new parents? 


Mrs. Lucile C. McMinn, Cof- 
fee County Director of Pensions 
and Security said recently that 
both black families and white 
families are badly needed who 
want to adopt children in the 
six to ten age group. “There 
are always homes for the rel- 
atively small number of white 
infants available for adoption,” 
Mrs. McMinn said, “but never. 
enough available for black in- 
fants or for school-age boys 
and girls, both black and white.” 

It was pointed out that there 
are definite advantages in 
adopting an older child - his 
looks, his potential, his dis- 
position are apparent. He can 
participate in the adoption ar- 
rangements and can understand 
what is happening. 

On the other hand, Mrs. 
McMinn said, “It takes special 
people to adopt an older child. 
He or she may have had a 
traumatic separation from his 
natural family, he may have 
been mistreated physically or 
have emotional problems,” she 
explained. 

“Any one of these prob- 
lems will underline the child’s 
need for a permanent home,” 


the Director added, “and under- 
Standing and acceptance by 
foster parents will go a_ long 
way toward resolving thein.” 

The Director said many 
families who have adopted older 
children point out that they 
would seek an older child if 
they added another to their 
families. “Wedon’t worry about 
telling our new son or daughter 
he’s adopted -- he knows it 
and feels he helped select us 
as new parents. That has cem- 
ented our new family ties.” 

Persons interested in black 
infants, perhaps in a black in- 
fant who has an older brother 
or sister, or either black or 
white school age children, sh- 
ould contact the Department of 
Pensions and Security in Elba. 
The worker at the Department 
helps with applications, gets 
to know the family and the type 
of child or children for whom 
their home will be best. The 
county and State departments 
jointly decide whether an ap- 
plication should be approved. 
After approval the home is con- 
sidered by workers who ar 
planning for particular childrea. 

Usually an older child goes 
for a pre-placement visit with 
the adoptive family selected for 
him. When it is determined the 
plan seems sound, the child 
goes home with his new family 
for good. The Pensionand Sec- 
urity worker who knows the 
family keeps in touch and is 
ready to help with any prob- 
lems that arise. 

Legal proceedings in the 
adoption process can be ini- 
tiated in a few months, Mrs. 
McMinn said. 

“Any family thinking about 
adoption is urged to get in 
touch with the Department of 
Pensions and Security,” the 
Director concluded. “Our 
workers will discuss the 
matter with you and help you 
decide about filing an applica- 
tion. Call 897-2268 for an 


appointment,."*

PASSING IT ON 


Recently I read PASS IT 
ON (Vantage Press, New York, 
N. Y., 1975) and the account of 
four generations of missionary 
service is more than a_bio- 
graphy of a missionary fam- 
ily. Written by Robert Lord 
Bausum - missionary, pastor, 
lecturer, author, educator, 
traveler and friend - it tells 
of dedication to bringing en- 
lightenment to a huge nation 
of Chinese. 

Bausum went to China in 
1920 after the example of the 
apostle Paul. He was not mar- 
ried at the time and he travel- 
ed deep into heathen territory 
to establish churches. Bausum 
had been educated at the Uni- 
versity of Virginia, Richmond, 
Va., Johns Hopkins University, 
Baltimore, Md., and Crozer 
Theological Seminary, Chester, 
Pa 


He gradually realized that 
foreign mission work is not a 
one-generation project. One 
fits into the work already begun. 
and builds on it over his life- 
time before handing the torch to 
the following generation.” And 
for four generations - since 
1836 - Bausum has been a 
foreign missionary. 


At a recent dinner, I watched 
-with interest as Bausum quiet- 
ly pushed his fork and knife 
aside and began eating with 
chop sticks. He smiled, 
“Would you like to try using 
chop sticks?” I didn’t attempt 
to use them, but he explained 
that it was an easy task. 

He used the sticks better 
than most Westerners use a 
fork, explaining that in China 
food is cut into small pieces 
before being served. That 
helps the diner use chop sticks. 
Rice, Bausum explained, is 
prepared differently in China. 
“It’s sticky,” he said, “and 
quite easy to pick up with 
chop sticks. Soup is simply 
drunk from a small bowl, so

1 heart Bausum tell about 
the custom of binding the feet 
wf Chinese girls. No longer 
followed, the binding was be- 
gun on rich girls while they 
were a few weeks old. Once 
begun, the binding was per- 
manent. Asked if it hurt, 
Bausum said, “Like a tooth- 
ache.” The toes were turned 
under the baby’s feet and then 
tightly bandaged. As long as 
the child grew, her feet hurt. 
And the hurting didn’t stop 
until the child quit growing, 

Bausum commented that the 
binding of feet was only per- 
formed on rich girls which 
indicated that they did not work 
in the fields. Therefore,the 
peasant girls’ feet were not 
bound. A rich bachelor paid 
a good price for a girl with 
small bound feet! 

Now living in Annapolis, Md. 
with a brother, Bausum lost his 
wife, Euva Evelyn Majors, in 
1°66. Since then, he has trav- 
eled widely lecturing about 
China, Communism, and the 
modern missionary movement.

Women at Work: 
Growing Group 


The number of women in the 
labor force has soared in past 
vears due to changing social 
attitudes, economic pressures, 
declining birthrates, rising di- 
vorce rates, greater educational 
opportunities and a number of 
other factors. 

Fifty years ago only one out 
of five people in the labor 
force was female. Today, that 
figure is two out of five, or 
37 million out of 96 million. 

However, the gap between 
the earnings of women and 
men has nearly doubled since 
1955, according to the U.S. 
Department of Labor. In con- 
stant dollars, taking inflation 
into account, the gap increased 
from $1,911 in 1955 to $3,433 
in 1974, 

The department 
primary factors which have 
contributed to widening this 
gap: the continued concentra- 
tion of women in low-skilled,

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NO-TILL CORN 

Quite a few farmers in the 
Wiregrass this past year plant- 
ed no-till corn. Martin Moates, 
who lives south of Enterprise, 
planted several acres using a 
two-row, no-till planter. He 
was well pleased with the re- 
Sults and feels like this is 
the way corn pr@uction will 
go in the future, 

Dr. Donald Ball, our ag- 
ronomist at Auburn, had this 
to say about no-till corn: 
“Some producers in Alabama 
are doing well withno-till tech- 
hiques, but we have also had 
some miserable failures with 
it. It seems that those who 
fail with no-till tend to fail 
in a big way. It is likely that 
as the years go by and no- 
till technology advances, we 
will see a larger and larger 
percentage of our corn acreage 
planted by no-till methods. 
However, in view of the manage- 
ment skills required, it does 
not seem wise to recommend 
no-till to anyone who is not 
already a competent corn pro- 
ducer with conventional tillage 
methods.”’ 


AUBURN SCHOLARSHIPS 

Dr. W.H. Taylor, our as- 
sociate director of Extension 
at Auburn, has sent us a list 
of scholarships in the School 
of Agriculture at Auburn in the 
years 1°77 and 1°78. Dr. Tay- 
lor listed about 30 scholarships 
ranging in value from $500 
to $1500. Financial help of 
this kind could be very valu- 
able to a Coffee County boy 
and girl enrolled in the School 
of Agriculture at Auburn. 

I have a list of the scholar 
ships which I am sending to 
each of the principals at the 
high school in Coffee County. 
If you know of a boy or girl 
who would like to apply for 
one these scholarships, which 
in many cases can be renewed 
each year, have them contact 
the principal or contact us at 
the Extension office.

underway. We expect an in- 
crease in gardening this year 
by people in the cities in the 
county and also in the rural 
areas. Many home oweners 
are realizing the value of pro- 
ducing some of their own food 
needs. Then, too, many people 
enjoy the freshness of the vege- 
tables they grow themselves. 

Tomatoes are enjoyed by 
just about everyone. I don't 
know what effect the freeze in 
Florida has onplant production. 
Good plants may be delayed 
somewhat.’ There are several 
excellent varieties available. 
One of the best is Bonnie’s 
Nematode Resistant. The to- 
matoes mature in about 65 days 
and has large fruit. It is 
resistant to wilt and root- 
knot nematodes, and it is high- 
ly productive. Another variety 
is Florandel, It matures in 
75 days, and it needs to be 
staked. It is resistant to wilt, 
but it is not resistant to ne- 
matodes. Other varieties are 
Homestead, Manapal and Mar- 
ion. 

Two excellent sweet corn 
varieties are Seneca Chief 
which matures in 80 days and 
Silver Queen which matures in 
about 85 days. Seneca Chief 
is yellow, has small earsandis 
of excellent quality. Silver 
Queen is white. 

We havea lot ofinformation on 
gardening which we will be glad 
to send to you. 


BEEF OUTLOOK 

I had a good talk with Dr. 
Bill Warren, head of the Ani- 
mal Science Department at Au- 
burn, about the cow-calf busi- 
hess. We discussed the use of 
good crop land for pasture 
land to grow beef cattle. Dr. 
Warren was very emphatic in 
his thinking that the average 
cow-calf man in Alabama can- 
not make such profit in the 
years ahead on the typical cow- 
calf operation. 

Most of the calves weaned 
in Coffee County weigh less 
than 400 pounds. This coupled 
with the fact that most cows 
will only calve every 13-14 
months means that only about 
350 pounds of meat is sold from 
each cow per year. He said 
that even with greatly improved 
prices in the future, you can’t 
count on much profit from that 
kind of operation. He stressed 
the need for taking weaned cal- 
ves (350-450 pounders) on to 
heavier weights on grazing, si- 
lage or by some means. 

I hope that Coffee Coun- 
ty cattle producers will take 
a close look at their beef op- 
erations during these times of 
disastrous prices. Perhaps 
in the immediate years ahead 
when prices improve (and I 
certainly hope they will be im- 
proved by this fall) we will 
come up with a more protit- 
able enterprise.

SHRUBS 

Do some of your shrubs 
look as if the cold weather 
has killed them? 

Some plants show cold 
weather damage immediately, 
but it may be early summer 
before damage to others is ap- 
parent. 

Examine a limb or twig 
of a damaged plant by cutting 
lightly into it with a knife. 
Dark or discolored wood indi- 
cates cold damage. Split bark 
also. shows damage. If the 
bark is dark, but the layers 
underneath are green and he 
wood is light-colored, the limb 
is probably still healthy and 
will survive. Prune off the 
limbs and twigs that are ob- 
viously dead. 


EGGS 

To keep eggs at their peek 
flavor, longer, store in their 
original containers with the 
harrow end down. This keeps 
the yolks centered. If the eggs 
are uncovered, they lose mois- 
ture and absorb other food 
odors. The egg shell color 
has nothing to do with the 
taste of the egg. 


CREPES

Coffee County Forests 


A week long dry spell 
coupled with high winds have 
combined to turn Coffee 
County's forests and grass- 
lands into a tinderbox, and the 
result has been a record num- 
ber fires reported throughout 
the county. 

County Forester Wayne 
Roberts reported that as of 
Wednesday morning he had in- 
vestigated 33 fires during the 
month of February. Roberts 
listed the causes of the fire 
as: miscellaneous (2), debris 
burning (3), children (2), equip- 
ment use (1), and arson (25). 

“We have been lucky. on 
the amount of acreage burned 
thus far,’’ reported Roberts. 
“Only 200-250 acres have been 
destroyed and the largest 
single blaze covered only 40- 
45 acres.”’ 

Roberts told THE CLIPPER 
that there were only two forest 
rangers in Coffee County (in- 
cluding him), and they had to 
cover over 285,000 acres. The 
Forester’s equipment consists 
of 1 tractor - plow unit and 1 
pick-up truck. 

“Our only assistance comes 
from the City Fire Departments 
and from Flacks Lumber Com- 
pany, who sends volunteers,”’ 


reported Roberts. 

Ranger Roberts blamed the 
dry conditions on a combina- 
tion of weather factors, (1) the 
field moisture being low, and 
(2) high winds. The County 
forester said the long range 
forecasts show no rain within 
5 days, causing the Fire’ 
Danger Rating to remain 
“high.” 

Roberts reminded residents 
that it is a state law that you 
“must report controlled burn- 
ing.”’ 

“If you must burn,"’ said 
Roberts, ‘‘by all mean have 
sufficient breaks and be very 
careful.”’ 

Roberts urged residents to 
report controlled burning to 
the nearest police department, 
and they will contact the For- 
estry Department. 

“l have issued 33 citations 
since Feb, 1 for unreported 
or careless burning,’’ warned 
Roberts and I will issue more 
unless you report all controlled 
burnings."’ 

In closing, Roberts reminded 
residents that the person that 
sets the fire is responsible for 
all damage it may cause. This
